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; CURRENT TRENDS 
Week ending 3 November 1945 


There was a slight rise this week in the admission rate for All Causes. This rate 597.0 stands above the 
rate 532.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (837.0) was reported by the 5th District; 
the lowest rate (312.0) was reported by the lth District. 


The Respiratory Disease rate showed an increase this week, standing slightly above the level of the week 
of June 2, The trend was downward in all districts except the 5th, 9th, llth, and 12th, and the Potomac 
and Severn River Commands. The highest rate (338.6) wes reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (58.2) 
was reported by the 4th District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. The incidence for these diseases rose again this week. This rate 
118.4 stends well above the rate 91.4 for the corresponding week of 1944; whereas it has reached the level of 
the corresponding week of 1943, The highest rate (254.7) was revorted by the 5th District; the lowest rate 
(41.8) was reported by the 4th District. 


PNEVMONIA--BRONCHO AND LOBAR, After stending at the same level for the past two weeks, the rate this 
week showed a slight increase, The curve stands above the curve for the corresponding week of 1944, The 
highest rate (5.1) was reported by the 5th District. The 13th District reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, There was a noticeale rise in the admission rate forthis disease. This rate 4.0 
’ has reached the level of the corresponding week of 1944. The highest rate (13.0) was reported by the 6th 
District. The 4th and 13th Districts reported no cases. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE The admiesion rate for these diseases continues to incresse, The 
rate 52.4 compares unfavorably with the rate 42.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rete 
(161.0) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (13.4) was reported by the 4th District. 


SCARLET FEVER. There was a decided increase in the admission rate for this disease, The curve stands 
above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The trend was upward in six of the twelve stations 
reporting cases. The highest rate (24.1) was reported by the 9th District, The lst, 6th, 7th, and 8th 
Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC, An admission rate of 0.0 was reported for this disease this week. 
Only one district, the 9th, reported cases with a rate of (0.5). 


MEASLES. The rate for this disease rose agein this week. This rate 2.10 compares unfavorably with 
the rate 0.57 for the corresponding week of 1944, The highest rate (6.8) was reported by the llth District. 
The 4th, 6th, and 7th Districts reported no cases. 


POLIOMYELITIS, ANTERIOR, ACUTE. There were no poliomyelitis cases reported by the Continental Shore 
Stations this week. The cumulative total for thie disease for all Continental Stations, January 1, 1945 
to November 3, 1945 continues to stand at 2h.
